Board) will hold a public hearing to consider adoption of amendments to the Water Quality
Order 2013-0002-DWQ, Statewide General Aquatic Weed Control Permit on:

BACKGROUND

The State Water Resources Control Board (State Water Board) reissued the Aquatic Weed
Control Permit on March 5, 2013 and amended the permit on May 20, 2014. This item
proposes four amendments to the Aquatic Weed Control Permit as discussed in the subsequent
paragraphs.

The Aquatic Weed Control Permit contains a provision that allows the permit to be reopened to
modify Attachment G if any additional entity becomes qualified for an exception to meeting
receiving water limitations for acrolein and copper under the State Water Board’s Policy for
Implementation of Toxics Standards for Inland Surface Waters, Enclosed Bays, and Estuaries of
California (Policy). Attachment G of the permit lists public entities and mutual water companies
that have received exceptions per section 5.3 of the Policy. The proposed amendment includes
adding James lIrrigation District, Madera Irrigation District, and Reclamation District 1000 to
Attachment G. These three agencies have satisfactorily complied with all the Policy exception
requirements including submission of CEQA documentation.

Another proposed amendment consists of modifying the Department of Water Resources’
current Policy exception to add additional water bodies managed by the department that are not
covered by the department’s existing exception. The department has satisfactorily complied
with all the Policy exception requirements including submission of CEQA documentation.

The third proposed amendment is to add the pesticide active ingredients calcium hypochlorite
and sodium hypochlorite to the permit.
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The fourth proposed amendment is to add delegation from the State Water Board to the
Executive Director to amend the permit for the two purposes stated below:

a. Add pesticide active ingredients to the permit that are subsequently registered by the
California Department of Pesticide Regulation; and

b. Add dischargers to the permit that have fulfilled the requirements to obtain an exception to
meeting receiving water limitations for priority pollutants in accordance with section 5.3 of
the Policy.
